REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

of the reasons set forth in the previous office action. The following is added for emphasis only. Regarding the Goodenough 
article, applicant asserts that the examienr has mischaracterized the article. This is not convincing. The examiner merely 
restated applicant's statement in the declaration that "this document reports that phosphide formation takes place between 
850-900C". Regarding the Wang article, applicant argues that it is not conflicting with the data in the specification. The 
examiner pointed out that it conflicted with the data and arguments in the declaration - applicant argues that he achieves 
phosphide formation at much lower temperatures, but if his own examples reguire higher temperatures for the completion of 
formation, this is not evidence of non-obviousness. Finally, applicant continues to argue that Fung is not operative: the 
examiner will have no further comment on the Fung disclosures. The references explicitly disclose some of the same metals 
being claimed herein by applicant used to make phosphides at temperatures up to 650C. The examiner does not have the 
authroitv to entertain arguments regarding the validity of the disclosures in these U.S. Patent documents..
